The committee in an earlier re- 
port suggested a federal crime 
commission, which would be an 
official agency of the Govern- 
ment. A-bill to establish such a 
commission is pending in the Sen- 
ate. 

Council Would Be Separate. 

The council would be a differ- 
ent agency and could function 
whether or not the Senate bill 1s 
enacted. It would be called the 
National Crime Co-ordinating 
Council and would be composed 
of representatives of local pri- 
vately established crime commis- 
sions. 

The work of these commissions 
previously has been commended 
by the committee, which urged 
that they be set up in many more 
cities. Valuable information was 
furnished the committee by vari- 
ous local commissions. —

Senator Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, member of the 
Senate’s permanent investigating 
committee, declared: “We intend 
to find out how they got this gov- 
ernment business — whether by | 
competitive bids or by influence 
peddling.” 

Boyle and RFC Loans. 

The Post-Dispatch has dis- 
closed that American Lithofold 
obtained $565,000 in loans from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp., 
after putting on its payroll Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr., Democratic na- 
tional chairman, and James P. 
Finnegan, former internal reve- 
nue collector in St. Louis. 

Boyle and his former law part- 
ner, Max Siskind, have received 
more than $14,500 in fees from 
the company, and Siskind and 
Finnegan remain on the payroll. 
James B. E. Olson, who resigned 
last week as alcohol tax super- 
visor in New York City, received 
$5500 in commissions from the 
firm for getting printing business 
from liquor companies under his 
jurisdiction. 

The Senate investigating com- 
mittee plans to hold hearings in 
about two weeks on American 
Lithofold’s connections with 
Boyle, the RFC and other govern- 
ment agencies and officials.

In the period July 1948 to 
July 1949, American Lithofold’s 
sales to the Navy were $91,504. 
There were no Army contracts in 
that period. 

Sales to Printing Office. 

American Lithofold’s sales to 
the Government Printing Office 
jumped in this fashion: 1948, 
$62,273; 1949, $101,691; 1950, 
$227,358, and 1951, $668,031. 

Senator Williams commented:

whether anybody else in the Gov- 
ernment gave them the kind of 
help with government agencies 
that Mr. Olson seems to have 
done with liquor concerns.” 

Senator Williams regarded the 
astounding jump in government 
orders for American Lithofold as 
significant, since it was in 1949 
that Lithofold began to employ 
influential Democratic politicians. 

Two weeks after Boyle went on 
the payroll at $500 a month, in 
February 1949, the company’s 
loan application was granted by 
the RFC, after it had been re- 
jected three times. 

Finnegan still receives $1000 a 
month and Siskind $500 from the 
St. Louis firm. Finnegan’s con- 
duct as collector is being investi- 
gated by a federal grand jury in 
St. Louis.

An agreement was reached last 
night to limit debate and try to 
reach a final vote on the bill 
today. Two hours of debate was 
agreed upon for each of the major 
atiempts to increase or decrease 
the over-all totals.

Long and Taft Proposals. 

When the Senate convened to- 
day many new amendments were 
offered. 

Senator Long (Dem.), Louis- 
iana, proposed a cut of one bil- 
lion dollars from the $5,043,- 
350,000 tabbed for military aid 
for Europe. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of- 
fered an amendment to abolish 
the ECA and turn its functions 
over to the Military Aid Adminis- 
tration. Taft also proposed that 
$38,150,000 of military assistance 
to Latin American republics be 
eliminated from the bill and that 
$15,250,000 for technical assist- 
ance to those nations be increased 
to $30,000,000.

ALDERGROVE AIRFIELD, 
Beliast, North Ireland, Aug. 31 
(AP) — The Air Ministry said a 
British Canberra twin-jet bomber 
completed a trans-Atlantic flight 
from Ireland to Newfoundland to- 
day in a record-smashing 4 hours 
and 19 minutes. 

Its average speed for the 2072.79 
miles from this field to Gander, 
N.F., was 480.2 miles per hour, or 
8 miles a minute. 

The flight beat the previous 
time of four hours and 37 min- 
utes, made by a sister plane last 
Feb. 21, but it did not keep pace 
with the sun, which miakes the 
swing in three and one-half hours. 

Piston-engine airline planes 
have made the same flight in six 
hours and 40 minutes. 

Roland P. Beamont, 31 years 
old, a wartime Royal Air Force 
hero, was at the controls on to- 
day’s flight.

He told O’Brien 
that since he has a wife and two 
children to support, he thought it 
better to bow to the will of his 
customers. 

An employe of an insurance 
company and a man working for 
a finance company quit the peo- 
ple’s group under pressure from 
their employers, O’Brien reported.

One young man active in the 
citizens’ group was arrested on a 
charge of assault and battery.

It represented the major change 
made by the Finance Committee. 
thus far in its consideration of 
excises as compared with the’ 
House measure. Excises generally | 
are applied at the manufacturers’ 
level but are reflected, of course, 
in retail prices. | 

$1,500,000,000 Tax Slice. | 

Before starting to work on the 
sales levies, the Senators had 
sliced about $1,500,000,000 from 
the additional revenue voted by 
the House. Most of this came 
from paring down the tax in- 
creases approved by the House for 
corporations and individuals. 

The Finance Committee con- 
tinues its review of the excises 
today. It still has many House. 
changes to consider although it. 
has covered the levies that involve 
the big money. 

The Senators yesterday ap- 
proved House decisions that

Since the three western pow- 
ers will be asking other states 
not to collect from Tito, the plan 
also provides for permitting a 
moratorium on his debts to Wash- 
ington, London and Paris, in- 
cluding American Export-Import 
Bank loans.

be the first permanent interna- 
tional tribunal competent to try 
individuals. The Hague court 
deals only with legal disputes be- 
tween governments. 


The Communist countries re- 
fused to take part in the drafting 
of the statute on the ground the 
proposed court constituted a vio- 
lation of national sovereignty. The 
United Kingdom participated in 
the work of the committee, but 
abstained in the voting on most 
of the individual articles. 


Special Treaty Provision. 

The committee made no recom- 

mendation on the exact relation- 
ship between the proposed court 
and the U.N. The court is to be 
set up by a special treaty among 
all the nations wishing to join, 
but the U.N. General Assembly 
will be entitled to bring offenders 
before the court and must approve 
all indictments. The experts 
denied this right to the Security 
Council, where the power of veto 
might stall proceedings indefin- 
itely. 
Proceedings may be instituted 
by “any organization of states so 
authorized by the General As- 
sembly” or by any individual state 
belonging to the court. 

But no person may be brought 
for trial before the court unless 
his own government and the gov- 
ernment of the country where the 
crime is alleged to have been 
committed have accepted the 
court’s jurisdiction. 

The statute provides for the 
election of nine judges, each

‘Mistake’ to Condemn U.S. Effort 


To Lead in A-Bombs, Dean Says 


That Is Just What Kremlin Wants Ameri- 
cans to Do, Head of Atomic Energy Com- 
mission Replies to Woman Critic.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. 


HE other day I received this letter from a woman who lives 
in a town where I spent a good share of my teen-age years: 


“My Dear Mr. Dean: 


“I see by the inclosed clipping 
that the United States is planning 
new A-bomb tests, and that the 
purpose is to see whether they 
have been made more deadly. I 
take it that, as in the past, the 
big aim is to scare the daylights 
out of Russia. She will, of course, 
go at it with a will, and try to 
outdo us in this devilish weapons- 
of -mass-destruction armaments 
race. Nice business! 


“I should think that the ter- 
rible and disgraceful result of our 
little experiment with the A-bomb 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki would 
make men, who call themselves 
Christian, confine their experi- 
ments with atomic energy to the 
wonderful things that can be done 
with it to improve life and indus- 
try—not destroy them. 


‘A Fine Sermonizer.’ 

“Tt remember your father here 
as a courageous and fine sermon- 
izer, Mr. Dean. I think it is too 
bad for his son to concentrate on 
the murderous aspects of atomic 
energy. 

This was a disturbing letter to 
receive, not because the woman 
is right—because she isn’t—but 
rather because it shows that there 
are apparently honest, patriotic, 
thinking Americans who fear we 
are not justified in trying to main- 
tain and increase our world lead- 
ership in the field of atomic en- 
ergy. 

I don’t know how many persons 
in the United States share the 
views of this woman. I hope there 
are not many, for they are just 
exactly the views the men in 
the Kremlin are asking the world 
to kelieve about us, and which 
they would dearly like to have us 
begin to believe about ourselves. 

A Terrible Mistake. 

Tc hold the belief, even for a 
moment, that the Soviet leaders 
are in the atomic bomb business 
just because we are, is one of the 
worst possible mistakes we could 
make. These men do not do things 
because we have done something 
first to stimulate them. They do 
things because they believe their 
own interests are best s ee by 


doing them, and they do them as 
part of their master plan to 
achieve domination of the world. 

We did nothing to force them to 
blockade Berlin. We did aothing 
to force them to take over Czecho- 
slovakia. We did nothing to force 
them to send the North Koreans 
to invade South Korea. And we 
have done nothing to force them 
to block almost every single effort 
in the United Nations to bring 
peace to the world—including the 
American-supported U.N. plan to 
place atomic energy under effec- 
tive international control. 


Safeguard Against War. 

Even if we did not have a single 
atomic bomb, I am convinced that 
the Soviet leaders would be just 
as hard at work building atomic 
bombs of their own, and—if they 
knew we had none—there would 
be a much better chance than 
now exists that they would use 
such weapons against us. Our 
ever-growing stockpile of atomic 
weapons, far from being a stimu- 
lant to war, is actually the most 
important single safeguard against 
World War III. 


Our bombs are for defense—of 
ourselves and our allies. They 
are not for the purpose of making 
aggressive War against anyone. 
We used the atomic bomb against 
the Japanese not to destroy lives, 
but to save lives—the lives of the 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans and Japanese that inevitably 
would have been lost if World 
War II had continued. 

I believe our national atomic 
energy policy is the only policy 
that this nation—upon whose po- 
sition in the world the lives of 
millions of persons depend— 
could follow and still be consist- 
ent with the Christian ideals and 
principles we try to live by. The 
American Government could, of 
course, go to the men in the 
Kremlin and say: 

‘Here Are Our Bombs.’ 

“You have threatened us, so 
here are our atomic weapons; we 
are renouncing them and we are 
asking no guarantees in return. 
You are now free to deprive 150,-

One 
major use of a drug made from 
ergot is the control of bleeding.

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Politics vs. Foreign Aid 
There are many ways of skinning a cat, The 

State Department’s congressional adversaries 
know this. And they seem determined to use 
every trick they can think up to get at Secre- 
tary Acheson. The effect on American foreign 
policy does not seem to bother them very much. 

It is bad enough that the Senate should be 
following the House in the trimming of foreign 
aid appropriations. Maybe some politicians— 
Senator Connally of Texas, for example—are 
reversing their good records on foreign aid 
because they feel they must make a record for 
economy, no matter how false, to stay in 
Washington. 

But there can be no such excuse for the cam- 
paign to deprive the State Department of 
authority over the distribution of such foreign 
aid as will, in the end, be approved. This 

‘started in the House with a vote for a single 
new administrator of foreign aid. Two Senate 


committees decided to give the Pentagon direct 


authority over military aid. Then it was pro- 
posed to leave the State Department nothing 
but the emaciated Point IV program. 

By the time the talk reached this point, it 
was possible for even some well-intentioned 
men like Senator Kefauver to speak out in 
support of the rather vague proposal of Senator 
Smith, New Jersey Republican, for a new single 
administrator. Strangely, that lined up Senator 
Kefauver with Senator Taft of Ohio. 


Now, it makes sense—a lot of sense—to have 
the foreign aid program under unified direction. 
This avoids confusion, duplication and waste. 
But such direction ought not to be in the Penta- 
gon. Where policy is concerned the military 
should be secondary to the civilian authority. 
Nor should foreign aid be entrusted to an inde- 
pendent agency. Such help is a tool of the 
nation’s foreign policy, and the conduct of that 
policy is the business of the State Department. 
Unless the State Department is guiding, there 
can only be chaos. As the Louisville Courier- 
Journal says: 

Imagine if you can, the confusion of an 
Italian or French official to whom United 
States foreign policy means the policy of 
the United States officials he deals with in 
his own capital. An ambassador might pro- 
nounce his concept of State Department 
policy, a general might argue quite differ- 
ent intentions on the part of the Defense 
Department and an ECA administrator 
could have different ideas from either about 
what the United States intends to do by 
way of help. The result is administrative 
anarchy. 

The situation would be just about as bad if 
the State Department were to set policy while 
an independent agency carried out the aid 
program. Such an agency would be “single” 
or “unified” in name only. The un-get-around- 
able point is that foreign aid is an integral part 
of foreign policy, and that is the business of 
the State Department. 
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Mr. Mulroy’s Bad Investment 

Gov. Stevenson is quoted as saving that his 
executive assistant, James Mulroy, was guilty 
only of bad judgment in taking some of the 
fantastically profitable stock of the Chicago 
Downs race track. Mulroy was one of the 
special beneficiaries along with a batch of state 
legislators, who helped pass the bil, in the 1949 
session at Springfield, authorizing the track to 
operate. | 

That James Mulroy was guilty of bad judg- 
ment is not in the least open to question. This 
bill came up in the first six months of a State 
Administration dedicated to cleaning up the 
nauseous official corruption which the Green 
Administration had left scattered all over 
Illinois. For the new Governor’s own assistant 
to take race track stock after the passage of a 
“quickie” bill was to invite embarrassment and 
worse for his chief. 


The Chicago Sun-Times’ appraisal wastes no 
words: “Race track operators don’t cut people 
into their profits without a reason. If Mulroy 
doesn’t understand this, he’s not smart enough 
to be an assistant to the Governor.” 


This is the very kind of inside tie-up between 
special interests and men in State Government 
which Illinois voted against when it sent Adlai 
E. Stevenson into the Governor’s chair by a 
record 575,000-vote majority. There is nothing 
at all to show that Gov. Stevenson had anything 
to do with his assistant’s misstep but there is 
ample reason for him to make this crystal clear 
to the people of Illinois. 
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Welcome, Fellows!

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Fifth Day of a Strike 


Since a prolonged copper strike would do 
grave damage to the rearmament program, the 
present walkout in the copper pits must be 
ended quickly. For this purpose President Tru- 
man has invoked the Taft-Hartley law, out of a 
choice of three weapons. 

There was, first of all, federal mediation, and 
the mediators are working to get agreement 
between the Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers 
Union and Kennecott and the three other major 
copper producers. Mediation, however, failed 
to prevent the strike in the first place. 

Or the President could have used his emer- 


gency defense powers and seized the mines-and | 


smelters for Government operation. This prob- 
ably would be the quickest road to resumed pro- 
duction, but the Government has appeared re- 
luctant to take this drastic step. 

But Mr. Truman chose to use the Taft-Hartley 
Act. This entails naming a fact-finding board 
and waiting for its report before seeking an in- 
junction against the strike. Experience indi- 
cates that this course will require about I0 days. 


"The union leaders have agreed to call off the 
strike if mediation succeeds, if injunctions are 


. granted, or if there is federal seizure. In fact, 
they have openly urged seizure, and also want 


the Government to enforce the over-all 16-cent 


pay increase suggested by Federal Mediation | 
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Chief Cyrus Ching. The union accepted his 
proposal but Kennecott rejected it. 

In short, the strikers have acceded to nearly 
every government. proposal and request except 
that they end the strike, and that is the para- 
mount issue where the public is concerned. 
The nation’s copper shortage was severe before 
the walkout. Now the United States is getting 
only about 40 per cent as much copper as be- 
fore, most of that from abroad. 

The White House recognizes that its task is 
to measure the security need against the means 
available for ending the strike, but in any case 
to act with speed and decision. 
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Inflation Belongs to No Party 

If anybody can pull inflation controls out 
of the political swamp in which they are now 
stuck, that man probably is Defense Mobilizer 
Charles E. Wilson. And he made perhaps his 


most important rescue effort on Thursday be- | 


fore the Senate Banking Committee. 
Specifically, he backed up President Truman’s 
request for the striking of three reservations 
tacked by the Republicans to the pending legis- 
lation. And as a businessman temporarily in 


the nation’s service, he may have made some © 


impression on a politics-eminded Congress which 
has little desire to co-operate with the President. 

True, three Republican Senators proposed 
withdrawal of the amendments, but only as a 
gesture of defiance to the White House. Far 
from being concerned for the national welfare, 
they simply want to deprive Mr. Truman of any 
possible excuse for failure to check the addi- 
tional inflation which they see ahead. 

The hope, then, is that Mr. Wilson’s testimony 
may induce some thinking which is a bit more 
calm and considerably less partisan. He made 
it clear that inflationary pressure is bound to 
increase as more and more goods and services 
are absorbed by the defense effort. And any 
legislation which invites price increases cer- 
tainly would give an extta spin to the inflation- 
ary spiral. The three Republican amendments 
would have that effect. 

To dissipate: our strength through inflation 
is folly. Maybe this has been repeated to the 
point of monotony. But there still are people 
who are willing to ignore the interest of all for 
the sake of making a quick dollar themselves. 
Congress seems to think there are many such 
people, and it is listening to them. 

But it had better listen to Mr. Wilson, if not 
to the President. Runaway inflation, if it comes, 
will not smite the Democrats and spare the 
Republicans. Even if it were to flush the 
Democrats out of power, it would be a tragic 
price to pay for a partisan victory. The price 
would be economic disaster for all the people. 
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Pact With the Philippines 

In its new defense treaty with the Philip- 
pines, the United States is putting into words a 
responsibility and a_ security system which 
already existed in fact. 

The treaty provides that we will help the 
Philippines in case of attack, though we always 
have. It provides that we may have military 
bases there and aid the Filipino army, though 
we have been doing both for many years. 

But the Filipinos demanded special reassur- 
ance because of the peace treaty soon to be 
signed with Japan. They sought a guarantee 
against a rebirth of Japanese aggression. Espe- 
cially they had their eyes on the expanding 
Communist imperialism across the China sea. 

The pledge of mutual assistance, however, 
will be no better than the means for providing 
it, and the Philippines’ contribution should be 
reviewed. For the Filipino army is still largely 
tied up with civil war. The Communist-led 
Hukbalahap guerrillas still hold large rural 
areas. And the State Department recently 
predicted a major effort to overthrow the 
Government in Manila this winter. 

A few months ago the United States came 
to terms with the new Republic on economic 
aid, to support economic and social reforms. 
These will strengthen the Government and 
weaken the substance of revolt. But it is 
unlikely that they will be achieved without 
considerable American advice and prompting. 

The defense of the Philippines will be no 
stronger than the strength of the people behind 
it. In the new treaty, we. have accepted respon- 
sibility for the stability of the island republic. 
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Substitutes’ Subsidy 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey’s report 
that the school board may save $80,000 this 
year in teachers’ salaries deserves close scrutiny. 
Board members would be wise to inform them- 
selves on how this is to be done. 

Mr. Hickey says that he has found only 25 
qualified teachers to fill 125 permanent posi- 
tions that are vacant. Many of the vacancies 
occurred when teachers resigned to take better 
paying jobs in industry. But this does not 
mean that the schools will be short of teachers. 
Far from it. Instead, he says, substitute teach- 
ers will be hired to take their places. 

But the 100 substitutes will receive only the 
normal substitute’s scale of $11 a day—even 
though each will be employed every day and 
will be required to accept the same responsi- 
bilities as the teacher he replaces. Since this 
will cost the board much less than if the posi- 
tion had been filled permanently, Mr. Hickey 
estimates the board will save perhaps $80,000. 

Is this fair? Should the substitutes be forced 
to help subsidize the school system?* If the 
substitute is considered competent enough to 
fill one of the permanent positions for an indef- 
inite period, is he not entitled to at least the 
beginning salary of a regular teacher? What 
do the board. members think of this scheme? 

The obvious move would be to hire the sub- 
stitutes as permanent personnel. But substitute 
teachers are generally unable to qualify for 
permanent appointment because they lack cer- 
tain credits and degrees. And yet, if they are 
to do the work, should they not be entitled to 
greater remuneration? 

Obviously the board is not in the best of 
financial health. In this school year, for exam- 
ple, it expects to spend $189,583 more than it 
takes in. But must 100 substitutes be expected 
to subsidize almost half of the anticipated 
deficit? 
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A Logical Next Step 

A full year has gone by since President 
Truman signed the amended Social Security 
Act, extending ‘benéfits of the old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance program to 10,000,000 domes- 
tic, farm and other workers and their families 
for the first time.

An anti-crime crusade in Lake Charles, 
La., brought embarrassed officials and 
gamblers to strike back at the crusaders 
this week. Five newspaper men of the 
Lake Charles American Press and three 
civic workers were indicted for defaming 
three public officials and three admitted 
gamblers. 

Kenneth L. Dixon, managing editor of 
the newspaper which had exposed crime 
and a breakdown of law enforcement, was 
charged with defaming District Attorney 
Griffin Hawkins in the following editorial, 
“Legal Double Talk,” and column which 
appeared side by side in the American 
Press on March 7. Both deal with a reso- 
lution suggested by the Parish Ministerial 
Association urging the police jury to 
demand that public officials suppress 
gambling. 


The Editorial 


The action taken yesterday by the police 
jury speaks pretty much for itself. It 
would be a bit difficult to confine our 
words to printable language in comment- 
ing on a public body which declines to go 
on record as being opposed to open law- 
breaking, whether the laws involved are 
anti-gambling laws or any other statutes. 
However, we do find worthy of consider- 
‘able comment some of the “legal advice” 
given the police jury by Assistant District 
Attorney Melvin H. Wetherill, who was 
merely speaking for his office and his 
boss. For instance. (and we quote from the 
District Attorney’s opinion): 


“If this body is called upon to adopt a 
general resolution calling upon public of- 
ficials to do their duty as interpreted by 
some of the members of the’ public this of- 
fice is of the opinion that such a resolu- 
tion might be an unjust reflection upon 
public officials as a group, calculated to 
destroy the confidence of the public in all 
our officers.” 

Confidence has to exist, counselor, be- 
fore it can be destroyed. Besides, you 
were asked for a legal opinion, not a 
personal comment on public conduct. 
Finally, such advice is in exceedingly bad 
taste when it comes from one who is also 
a public office-holder. 

But let’s continue quoting the opinion: 
“A resolution of this nature should always 
contain definite facts in support of a defi- 
nite charge and should not be a broad 
generalization that could apply to anybody, 
or to nobody in particular.” 

Nonsense, counselor. Resolutions are 
a regularly without such trappings. 

any resolutions are passed on mere 
whims or casual requests, and by that 
same body. Don’t talk balderdash about 
evidence in court in this connection, coun- 
selor. That’s what your office gets paid 


for. 
But on with these intriguing quotations: 


“Of course any reputable individual can 
appear, if he so chooses, before the grand 
jury and give evidence as to any law vio- 
lation.” 

True, Mr. District Attorney, quite true. 
And perhaps that is just exactly what will 
happen at the next session of the grand 
jury. But meanwhile you’ve spent all this 
time telling the police jury that private 
citizens cam file affidavits, can locate wit- 
nesses, can prepare evidence and go before 
the grand jury. What we want to know, 
Mr. District Attorney, is just what you 
and your staff and the sheriff and his 
force are being paid to do? If the public 
must do all your work, why not retire? 
Look at the money we'd save. 


The Column 


That was quite a session up at the police 
jury meeting, says the man in the green 
eyeshade. Personally I was somewhat sur- 
prised. I knew some of the members of 
the poliee jury were sympathetic with the 
gamblers, but I didn’t expect any such 
unanimous action as they took. It could 
be disheartening. 

It could be, says the old cynic, but I 
noticed it didn’t seem to dishearten any of 
that delegation at all. They went out more 
belligerent than when they came in. Some- 
thing tells me the police jurors will hear 
more of this before it is through. 

That’s right, said the Cajun on the cor- 
ner. It’s too bad some of those people 
didn’t stick around to see the police jury’s 
reaction after they’d left the meeting. 
While the preachers were talking a few 
of the people in the crowd would say 
“amen,” and the police jurors just sat 
there respectfully and politely, because 
some of their own preachers were looking 
them right in the eye. However, when the 
crowd had left the room somebody said 
something and a couple of the police 
jurors said “amen” real loud and then a 
lot of the other police jurors just laughed 
and laughed.

more permanent testimony to that emi- 
nence. 

But of course the enduring value of the 
book does not lie in such personalia. The 
period with which it deals is of great im- 
portance to the thoughtful observer of 
our own times. As Mr. Basil Willey says, 
“The seventeenth century was an age of 
transition, and although every century can 
be so described, the seventeenth deserves 
it more than most, because it lies between 
the Middle Ages and the modern world.” 

Probably the greatest single influence 
upon our modern ways of thinking—not 
merely the thinking of scholars, scientists, 
and philosophers, but of all of us—is sci- 
ence. The omnipresent questionnaire, the 
Gallup Poll,.the advertising research, no 
less than the investigations of our Comp- 
tons and our Erlangers, all testify to our 
belief that truth is to be discovered 
through the patient collection and objec- 
tive analysis of observed data—that is, © 
through the use of the scientific method. 
And modern science began in the seven- 
teenth century. 

To the study of those beginnings Pro- 
fessor Jones has devoted years of work. 
A pioneer in these studies, he is pri- 
marily concerned not with the content of 
any one of the sciences of that day but 
rather with the idea of science as it was 
present in and affected the operations 
of the minds of educated men. He is 
writing not a history of science as such 
but of thought. His essays reprinted 
in this volume (nearly half of the total 
number of pages) have to do largely with 
the impact of the scientific method upon 
the English language, especially as it is 
used in prose. They are some of his 
most interesting and _ significant pro- 
nouncements; they adequately represent 
his great learning, his clear perception 
into and perfect command of his material, 
his easy and lucid presentation. 

The contributions by other scholars: al- 
though having to do with the thought of 
the period, necessarily cover a wide va- 
riety of subjects. They range from 
“Travel as Education” by Professor Parks 
of Queens College (himself a former St. 
Louisan) to “A Note on Dryden’s Criti- 
cism” by Professor Tillyard of Cambridge. 
They have this in common, however: they 
are statements by top-flight authorities in 
their respective fields.

HETHER to tax or not to tax farm co-operatives is an issue 
that cuts deep so far as votes are concerned. Millions of farm 


| families throughout the cou 


their co-op activities and the pressure has grown to tax these rebates.

Treasury Favors Levy. 


In his letter, the President said 
nothing specific about the tax 
proposal other than to add his 
“hope that this principle will be 
the guiding one when the current 
tax legislation is finally written.’ 
Republicans have suggested that 
one reason for not going further 
is because the Treasury is al- 
ready on record in favor of tax- 
ing the co-ops. 

In February, appearing before 
the Ways and Means Committee 
in the House, Treasury repre- 
sentatives testified in favor of 
taxing the “retained earnings” of 
farm co-ops. This would not in- 
clude patronage rebates paid to 
c0-op members in cash. 

One of the charges frequently 
made against the farm co-ops is 
that they retain large surpluses 
earned through their operations 
and then use these surpluses to 
expand.

THAILAND SURGEON 
TO TEACH, STUDY HERE 


‘First of Group to Arrive at 
Washington U. Under 
Exchange Fellowship. 


A surgeon from Thailand, the 
first of a group of medical men 
from his country to arrive here 
under a program of exchange 
teaching and study, began his 
year’s exchange fellowship today 
at the Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

Dr. Kasarn Chartikavanij, of 
the faculty. of Siriraj Medical 
School at Bangkok and a staff 
member of the school’s Siriraj 
Hospital, is a tumor specialist. 
One of his chief tasks here will 
be to gather information that 
will be helpful in setting up the 
first tumor clinic at the Bangkok 
hospital. 

“Your treatment procedures 
here are much further advanced 
than ours in Thailand,” he said. 
“We have not yet begun to use 
radioactive iodine to diagnose 
and treat goiter, and we do not 
yet remove cancerous lung tissue, 
although both are standard tech- 
niques here. 

Radium Used in Thailand. 

“We do use radium, but not in 
the precise way it is used here.” 

The problem of setting up a 
blood bank in Bangkok will be 
the concern of others in the group 
of 20, due to arrive here in the 
next few weeks. This project may 
prove impossible, says the Thai- 
land surgeon, since most citizens 
in Thailand are afraid to give 
even the one sixth of an ounce 
necessary for a blood test.

Concealing the Facts. 


At the outset it is well to be 
realistic and recognize that polit- 
ical campaigns are ccstly in this 
modern world. They will continue 
to cost money—though this must 
obviously be reduced. For, as 
the Iowa Senator indicated, the 
expense can become a bar against 
entry into politics of capable per- 
sons of moderate means who do 
not want to compromise them- 
selves by accepting contributions 
from interests with axes to 
grind—and men of such prin- 
ciples are needed in politics. 

Senator Gillette plans to ex- 

plore ways of strengthening exist- 
ing statutes. Something might 
be accomplished there, among 
other ways by closing up existing 
loopholes. 
One such is that which permits 
formation of all sort of extra- 
curricular fund-raising commit- 
tees, so to speak, which at pres- 
ent are not required to report 
contributicns and expenditures. 
Consequently, official records 
give often only a mere scrap of 
the whole story. Enforcement 
also needs to be tightened, and 
an alert public conscience _ is 
needed there. 


Free Space and Time. 


Some students of the problem, 
aware of the winking at existing 
Statutes, both state and federal, 
which are supposed to limit the 
amount of« contributions, have 
come to the view that complete 
publicity of every campaign con- 
tribution is the best answer, 
rather than present limits on 
contributions that are evaded. 
Publicity, they believe, would 
tend to discourage contributions 
corrupt in purpose and also tend 
to reduce campaign costs gen- 
erally. 

Agencies of public information 
—newspapers, radio, television— 
also have a responsibility to pro- 
vide certain freé space and time 
for discussion of issues by can- 
didates during a campaign so that 
all candidates have an opportun- 
ity to put their cases before the 
public. 

This is done now by some news- 
Papers and radio stations on a 
basis of strict equality among 
candidates of opposing parties. 
The Gillette Committee would do 
well to call in representatives of 
such media to get their experi- 
ence and ideas and to work out 
a formula that might be gener- 
ally adopted voluntarily as a pub- 
lic service.

OIL FLOW BOOSTED 
BY USE OF ATOMIC 
PLANT ISOTOPES 


DETROIT, Aug. 31 (AP)—Ra- 
dioactive isotopes produced in the 


atomic energy plants at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., are being used to 
increase oi] production. 

The development, announced 
yesterday by Radioactive Prod- 
ucts, Inc., here, is one of the first 
instances in which the isotopes 
have been of major use in oe a 
try. Most of previous peacetime 
uses have been in science and| 
medicine. 

The radioactive isotopes have 
been in use for some months in. 
oil fields of Kansas and Okla-; 
homa, providing a new and sim- 
pler method of controlling and 
evaluating oil well acidizing. 
Acid pumped into wells to 
dissolve particles of limestone 
that clog the pores of oil-bearing 
formations. By adding radioactive 
particles to the acid, oil well 
operators at the surface can use 
a Geiger counter to determine at 
all times the depth of the acid

Fortune Magazine Sees Need | 
for Advertising Rate

NEW YORK, Aug. 31 (AP)— | 
Fortune Magazine says the sur-| 
vival of the large daily newspaper | 
in the United States depends on 
sharply higher rates for advertis- 
ing.

Fortune noted that newsprint 
costs have shot up—and are likely 
to stay up—and said a-vertising 
is still selling at “prewar bar- 
gain rates.” 

It said that as a result, dollar

BANK REPORTS 
JULY AND AUGUST 
BUSINESS IS DOWN 


Federal Reserve Here 
Lays Sag to Vacations, 
Floods, Breaks in Mate- 


rials Flow. 


Business and industrial activity 
in the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District during July and early 
August was generally below the 
levels of previous months, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported in its Monthly Re- 
view for September. 

The lowered activity was at- 
tributed to vacations, some dis- 
ruption of transportation sched- 
ules by floods and some inter- 
ruptions of materials flows. 

In the St. Louis metropolitan 
area, employment decreased 
slightly from June to July, most 
of it in trade and metal manufac- 
turing industries -vhere limita- 
tions of critical materials ham- 
pered automotive assembly plants 
and parts manufacturers. 

Mining Off Sharply. 

In general, industry operated 

at a somewhat lower rate in July 


than in June, the report states, 


but was well ahead of the rate 
of a year ago. Mining activity 
' was off sharply, due primarily to 
a marked drop in coal output. 
Decreases in activity in the im- 
portant steel, meat packing, lum- 
ber and apparel lines more than 
‘offset gains registered in certain 
‘other lines. The total federally 
inspected animal slaughter in the 
St. Louis area in July was 19 
per cent less than in June and 5 
per cent less than in July 1950. 
In the same area, the number of 
dwelling units included in con- 
tract awards for July was 1838 
as compared with 3236 a year 
earlier and 2113 in June 1951. 
Crop Losses on River. 
There were substantial crop 
failures along the Missouri river 
because of heavy floods but else- 
where in the district crop con- 
ditions were good, the report 
said. Missouri corn production 
was expected to be down about 
22 per cent from last year. About 
42 per cent more cotton was ex- 
pected to be grown, as compared 
with a nation-wide rise of about 
72 per cent. 
| Total loans at district banks 
declined $10,000,000 in July, as 
compared with a $40,000,000 rise 
in July a year ago. The report 
stated the decline centered in the 
larger city banks and was ex- 
perienced largely in business 
loans.

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SCHUMAN OPPOSES 
BOMBING OF CHINA 
WITHOUT UN'S OK 


Leaving for U.S., 
Says France and Other 
Nations Must Be Con- 
sulted Before Attack. 


PARIS, Aug. 31 (UP)—Foreign 


Minister Robert Schuman said to- 
night that if Korean armistice 
talks fail and full-scale warfare 
is resumed, France and other 
United Nations members must be 
consulted before any attacks are 
made on Communist China. 

Schuman told a press _confer- 
ence that the U.N. should decide 
the question of a possible air 
attack against China since it is 
a political rather than a “purely 
military” matter. 

He met reporters before he left 
by plane for the United States to 
attend the Japanese peace treaty 
confrence in San Francisco. 

Asked about France’s attitude 
toward bombing of China, Schu- 
man replied: 

“In Kaesong only purely mili- 
tary questions are being dis- 


cussed. Whenever it will be a 


matter of political questions, it 
will be for the U.N. as a whole 
tu take the decision.” 

Schuman also said France fav- 
ored the inclusion of German 
military units in an all-European 
army but opposed any revival of 
the German army as such. 

He said France favored admis- 
sion of Greece and Turkey to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and the matter would be 
settled at the NATO meeting in 
Ottawa next month.

$98,800 JUDGMENT | 
IN RAILWAY SUIT | 
HERE IS REVERSED 


A $98,800 judgment awarded 
Ralph P. Ridgway of Fort Worth, 
Tex., two years ago by a jury in 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore’s court in a suit 
against the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Railroad was reversed yesterday 
by the United States Court of 
Appeals. The court termed the 
judgment “so excessive as to 
shock the conscience.” 

Ridgway brought suit against 
the railroad for injuries suffered 
March 11, 1946, when he was 
thrown from the top of:a railroad 
ear in the railroad yards at Fort 
Worth by a defective brake.

In its ruling, ordering a new 
trial, the appellate court pointed 
out that, although Ridgway suf- 
fered serious injuries, he is not a 
helpless cripple and is able to 
earn a living in various ways.

REDS STILL IN’ JAIL

Only One of Defendants 
Benefits Because of 


Legal Quirk. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 31 (UP) 
—The Government was the win- 
ner today in the second round of 
its battle to keep 12 Communist 
party leaders jailed on charges of 
plotting the violent overthrow of 
the Government. 

United States District Judge 
William C. Mathes granted a mo- 
tion to reduce bail for the 12 
California ‘“second-string” Reds 
yesterday, but, through a legal 
quirk, bond actually was reduced 
for only one defendant and was 
increased for two others. 

Mathes set bail for all 12 de- 
fendants at $50,000 each, although 
two of them, Loretta Stack and 


Oleta Yates, had been held under 
only $25,000 bail. 

The only Red benefiting from 
the ruling was Philip M. Con- 
nelly, former state CIO president, 
who was held under $75,000 bond. 

The other. nine, including 
Schneiderman, said to be the 
party’s national manager since 
the conviction of 11 “first-string” 
Reds in New York, have been 
held under $50,000 bail. 

Mathes, who took over the case 
after Federal Judge James M. 
Carter was disqualified for “prej- 
udice,” ruled that the case was 
beginning anew, with no prior 
rulings in effect. 

When the Reds were arrested 
in a three-city roundup more than 
a month ago, bail was set at $75,- 
000 each. Carter, however, re- 
duced bond to $25,000 for two of 
them and to $50,000 for the other 
10. 

Mathes ruled that Carter’s de- 
cision was void because of his 
disqualification and said he was 
reducing the bonds from the ori- 
ginal $75,000. 

He also ruled that the defend- 
ants will be allowed to leave the 
jail under guard daily as a group 
to confer with their attorneys 
and map their defense before 
their trial, tentatively set for 
Nov. 6. 


MISSING DIPLOMATS 
‘LOCATED,’ PAPER 
IN LONDON INSISTS 


LONDON, Aug. 31 (UP)—The 
Daily Herald revealed today that 
two missing British diplomats 
have been “located” and said it 
had turned its information over to 
the Foreign Office. 

The Foreign Office, which yes- 
terday denied that the two men 
had been found, confirmed that 
it had received the Herald’s re- 
port and added 

“The statement... agrees with 
certain theories and information 
previously submitted, but which 
could not be confirmed despite 
attempts to check it.” 

The Herald said the informa- 
tion given the Foreign Office in- 
cluded a “detailed day-by-day 
itinerary” of Donald MacLean, 38- 
year-old chief of the Foreign Of- 
fice American section, and Guy 
Burgess, 40, a Far East expert 
in the Foreign Office, since they 
disappeared in France May 26. 

The information covered “the 
journey the two men made by 
steamer, train and plane and 
where they are now,” the Herald 
said. 

The Herald dispatch contained 
the first suggestion that the two 
diplomats continued their journey 
by plane after crossing the Eng- 
lish Channel May 25 by steamer 
and supposed.y boarding a train 
for Paris the next day. 

The Herald is the official organ 
of the British Labor party. 


SEIZED IN $75,000 
GEMS SMUGGLING, 
SAYS HE IS RABBI 


BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 31 (UP) 
— A man who claimed to be 
a New York rabbi held on 
charges of smuggling more than 


$75,000 worth of diamonds into 
the United States said today he 
was an “innocent victim of temp- 
tation.” 

Samuel Singer, 41 years old, 
was arrested by customs agents 
as he stepped off an airliner from 
Paris yesterday. More than 200 
rectangular-cut diamonds were 
found concealed inside his body. 
Customs agents, tipped from Eu- 
rope that Singer might have dia- 
monds with him, found the illegal 
loot after a three-hour search 
of his luggage, clothes and per- 
son. 

Justice Department officials 
have linked him with an inter- 
national ring which has smug- 
gled millions of dollars in gold 
out of the United States and dia- 
monds back in. 

Another man who said he 
was a rabbi, Joel Beer, 28, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., and laundry 
man Sol Bienstock, 30, also of 
Brooklyn, were charged last Jan- 
uary with attempting to smuggle 
$40,000 worth of gold to French 
Morocco. 


SEYMOUR MARSHAL FREED 
FROM JAIL IN CONTEMPT CASE 


MARSHFIELD, Mo., Aug. 31 
(AP) — Seymour’s city marshal, 
James Hamblin, was _ released 


from the county jail yesterday 
after serving two days of a 10- 
day sentence for contempt of 
court. Circuit Judge James Haw- 
kins granted an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Hamblin was jailed Tuesday 
when the Seymour police judge, 
J. S. Nolmquist, held him in con- 
tempt of court. The judge said 
the marshal had. “abused me, 
tried to whip me and even let 
fellows out of jail and never let 
them come before me.” 

Judge Hawkins held that the 
contempt action forms were not 
in proper legal form. At the 

hearing the marshal admitted he 
had released seven or eight pris- 
.oners from the city jail without 

‘king them before the police 
chdge.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31 (UP)— 
The remainder of the 1951 sched- 
ule generally favors the New York 
Yankees over both the Cleveland 
Indians and Boston Red Sox in 
the embattled American League 
pennant race. 

A survey of games left to play 
disclosed today that the Yankees, 
who lead the Indians by a half- 
game, are scheduled to play 20 of 
their remaining 27 games at 
Yankee Stadium, where they have 
won 42 and lost 15 so far this 
season. 

Cleveland, with a 47-21 record 
at home, has only nine games left 
to play at Municipal Stadium and 
17 on the road. Boston, which 
has a 41-20 home record thus far, 
is scheduled to play 16 more 
games at Fenway Park and 12 
away from home. 


This Could Make Difference. 

While the remainder of the 
schedule appears to put the In- 
dians at a disadvantage as far as 
playing sites are concerned, the 
Tribe has a definite edge over 
both the Yankees and Red Sox 
regarding the caliber of opposi- 
tion still to be met, however. 

Of their remaining 26. games, 
the Indians play 18 against sec-

AKE a Robert Riskin story, direction by Frank Capra, and 

T Bing Crosby in the cast, and who could miss? Bing, who 

doesn’t fade away but just keeps on singing, has another 

winner in “HERE COMES THE GROOM,” which opened last 
night at the MISSOURI THEATER. 

For realists in the audience, the plot is

The physician told me I'd have to 
decide whether or not to tell her. I suppose she'll guess it 
otherwise, anyhow. How shall I meet this crisis, to give her 
what comfort and assurance I can during the next few months? 
I feel really helpless, Dr. Popenoe. What should I do?”

THIS DEPENDS PARTLY on what kind, of a woman your 
wife is, Mr. G. But many others who have faced a similar 
Situation found certain principles that seem to apply. When 
the late President Allen Hoben of Kalamazoo College faced 
his approaching death, he wrote his conclusions in the Chris- 
tian Century. I think they are good ones. He advised: 


1, Tell the truth. “There is no relation so comforting as 
complete and kindly honesty.” If there is not the slightest 
question about the diagnosis, your wife has a right to know, 
s0 that she can make her own plans. 


2. Don’t bluff and pose with a forced attempt to be 
cheery, says Dr. Hoben. Look the facts in the face. There is 
no room for play-acting. :

3. THERE IS NEED for mental occupation—“the patient 
must be kept dated up.” Reading and being read to, cards, 
crossword puzzles, light handicrafts, all the approved time- 
fillers must be used discriminatingly but liberally, according 
to the patient’s needs and interests. “Music, especially that 
which gives emotional satisfaction to the patient, will fill 
many an hour, crowding out gloom.” Radio and TV provide 
resources that were unavailable to older generations. 


4. Finally, the solace of religion is at hand; but this is so 
persons. that it is difficult to lay down any general rules.

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In the Klondike Gold Rush

N THE Klondike gold rush, 

some men located rich stores of 

gold and returned to their 
homes rich. The gold obtained in 
eight years was worth about $100,- 
000,000. A man of Scottish de- 
scent, Alexander MacDonald, 
cleared close to $5,000,000 and 
gained the title of “King of the 
Klondike.” 


Something like 85 per cent of 
those who took part in the rush 
failed to make any money at all, 
and those who did get some gold 
hardly covered their expenses, on 
the. average. 


Money was made, however, by 
railroad companies, and by those 
who provided steamers and food. 
Hungry -miners paid from 50 
cents te a dollar for a single egg. 


As I said last time, my father, 
Walter McDowell Coffman, was 
among those who reached the 
Klondike. He failed to return 
with a bag of gold, but he had 
much to tell about the frozen 
north. Along his route was the 
Valdes Glacier, and it was a great 
task to cross this mountain of ice. 

While leading his party, my 
father stepped on thin ice which 
had formed over a precipice. The 
ice broke, and downward he went. 


Fortunately the precipice was 
narrow, and he was able to catch 
hold of the edge of ice in front of 
him. The pack on his back sup- 
ported him behind. There he was, 
dangling over an opening. If he 
had fallen, the distance would 
have been something like 200 
feet. His comrades rushed for- 
ward and he was pulled back to 
safety. 
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SINCE those days, rich stores 
of gold have been found in Alas- 
kan parts of the valley of the 
Yukon, and many millions of dol- 
lars worth of the metal have been 
mined in Alaska,

Hot Weather Dieting 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


T weather is a good time to start losing weight. You 
don’t want as much food then, anyway, so it is a good 
ime to begin dieting. By getting used to eating less in 

summer, you will be better able to follow the diet in cold 
weather. 

Nearly everyone can lost weight by eating fewer calories— 
the measure of food value. Obesity is nearly always due to 
taking in more calories than you can use up by living and 
exercising. The excess calories go into fat. 


Obesity not only makes you feel the heat more, but 
throws an extra strain on your body so that you are more 
likely to develop various diseases. Insurance company fig- 
ures prove that obesity shortens the life span. 

Since you can lose weight simply by selecting your foods 
so that you eat fewer calories, fad diets are entirely unneces- 
sary. Moreover, they are dangerous because they don’t sup- 
ply the food essentials. The various vegetable and fruit juice 
fad diets that become popular now and then don’t allow 
you nearly enough essential protein, for one thing. Protein 
is vitally needed to rebuild your body tissues as they wear out. 

. 2 og | 

THEREFORE, be sure to eat enough protein in the form 
of lean meat, cottage cheese, and eggs even though you are 
cutting down on your total calories, There are various inex- 
pensive little booklets listing food values — called calorie 
counters—on sale in drug stores. The idea in using these is 
to restrict your food intake—your calories—to a certain total 
figure every day, counting everything you eat and drink. 
Some people lose weight on 1400 calories a day. Many people 
lose weight on 1200 calories a day. Most people lose weight 
if they restrict their intake to 1000 calories a day. 

Don’t forget to count the soft and hard drinks, either. 
A six-ounce cola drink counts about 75 calories. A jigger of 
whisky counts about 100 calories, and this drink doesn’t give 
your body any materials with which to replace essential body 
tissue which you are destroying daily in the wear and tear 
of living. 

For your own good, don’t cut down on lean meat just 
to. save calories to spend on soft and hard drinks, bread, pota- 
toes and pastries. 

The object is not to lose a lot of weight quickly but a 
pound or two a week over a long period of time. When you 
get down to a normal weight, you should increase your food 
intake enough to hold that weight without gaining or losing. 
After awhile, you will be able to do this almost as second 


nature.

Soil Conservation at Y.M.C.A. Camp Near Potosi, Mo. 


Youngsters Learn the Benefits of

POTOSI, Mo., Aug. 31. 
IFTEEN boys and a man hud- 
dled over a rock and gravel- 
choked gully in an eroded 

field and .discussed soberly the 
Saving of raindrops. The boys 
were aged 8 to 10, guests at 
Y.M.C.A.’s Camp Lakewood, 12 
miles from Potosi, Mo. The man 
was Charles Miller of Willow 
Springs, Mo., one of seven edu- 
cational advisers of the Missouri 
Conservation Commission. Stand- 
ing by was a teen-aged camp 
counselor whose job was to con- 
trol the boys while Miller talked 
about rainwater control. 

They were out for a field trip 
to study soil and wildlife and 
the counselor’s job was easy. The 
boys were too curious about the 
processes of nature in generating 
plant and animal growth to di- 
gress by skipping stones into 
Sunnen lake. Oh, just a few 
stones, maybe. They wanted to 
know all about this business of 
soil washing away and why; what 
grows in the soil if the raindrops 
don’t go rushing off too fast: 
what it is that squirrels and 
crawdads and fish need ‘to sur- 
vive. And Miller was there to 
tell them. 

A conservation talk, Miller 
called it, but that’s a big hunk 
of word for an 8-year-old. Miller 
broke it down to boy-sized lan- 
guage and explained that con- 
servation means wise use, not 
hoarding nature’s gifts. In an 
aside to the writer he added that 
the field trips, held four times 
daily for different groups until 
all boys at camp have attended, 
are planned to educate the 
youngsters to the vital necessity 
for living in balance with nature. 
Down through history eroded 
land and wasted resources have 
meant decadent nations. He add- 
ed that America’s strength lies 
in the protection of natural re- 
sources and her best ammunition 
lies in her bread basket. Ad- 
dressing the boys again, he point- 
ed to the rock-strewn gully.

from the soil,” he said,

“and though you live in 
the city and may never be farm- 
ers, you have a stake in what 
happens to the soil. It will wash 
away as it has done in this gully 
if it is stripped of a cover‘ crop. 
That means plants, anything from 
grass to trees.” 

“Why do they stop the wash- 
ing?” asked a freckle-faced, sun- 
burned youngster. 

Miller dug his finger into a 
patch of lespedeza that was put- 
ting up a battle for life near the 
gully. He pulled up a handful. He 
Showed how the roots curled 
around the soil, like protective 
fingers. He pointed out a thicker 
stand of lespedeza farther away, 
and told how the dense growth 
above ground also acts as a de- 
terrent to the force of gravity 
when raindrops fall. The roots 
and layer upon layer of decayed 
vegetation from past seasons had 
created a top-soil full of organic 
matter called humus, he said, and 
it soaks up rain and lets it seep 
underground. Legumes like les- 
pedeza nourish the soil with ni- 
trogen or nitrate he added, but 
some boys jumped to the conclu- 
sion that he meant dynamite and 
he had some straightening out 
to do. : 

“Where does the rain go when 
you don’t have humus to hold it?” 
asked one. He had learned a new 
word, and liked it. 

“It runs off the hillsides like

rain off a tin roof,” said Miller. 
“And it carries soil along. Here 
in the gully, rain after rain has 
carried away all the soil—noth- 
ing but rocks and gravel remain. 
Even weeds can’t grow here. But 
that isn’t the worst of it. The 
gully drains higher land around it 
and that soil, too, has washed 
where it isn’t protected. The rain- 
drops carrying soil fill the gully, 
rush to the nearest creek, down 
the creek to the river. A lot of 


gullies and a lot of creeks com- 
bine to make a flood downstream 
and a river is yellow with soil 
that could have been kept where 
jt was for food production. Now, 
let’s take a look at some trees for 
they’re important too.” Miller led 
the way, the boys scampered be- 
hind him and the counselor 
brought up the rear. They stopped 
under a grove of oaks.

soil erosion,” Miller said. “Any- 
body know some other way they 
help?” 

“They drop off leaves and things 
and corrode,” offered Wayne 
Kohn.

“Rot is the word,” said Miller. 
“Trees shed their leaves each fall 
and if the leaves aren’t burned 
they build up a layer of rich, black 
earth that’s fertile and porous. 
It sponges up the rainwater and 
protects the water table...more 
of that later. Trees also provide 
homes for squirrels, raccoon, pos- 
sums, and acorns for food... Half 
a dozen youngsters started peer- 
ing into the trees for wildlife, 


chattering about B-B guns. 

“Shut up, you guys, you think 
he‘s here to talk to the wind?” 
yelled a 10-year-old. 


“When Indians lived here the 
water table, or underground wa- 
ter level, was high,” continued 
Miller, and the word “Indian” 
brought all imaginary hunters to 
attention. “When white men 
came they plowed and stripped 
the land bare when they reaped 
their crops, and because the bare 
land couldn’t absorb water the un- 
derground level sank deep. It’s 
a pretty tough job nowadays to 
dig a well to water level. 


“Getting back to trees, some, 
like the white oak and walnut 
are more important to man be- 
cause they produce better quality 
lumber. But one species is as 
important to nature’s scheme as 
another, and wildlife helps in the 
soil-productive cycle. How? Well, 
squirrels carry acorns and nuts 
around and sometimes bury them 
in the ground a long way from 
home. Then Mr. Squirrel forgets 
his hoarding place. The acorns 
and nuts grow, make more trees 
that provide food and shelter for 
other squirrels. Man benefits 
when he cuts the tree as soon 
as it’s at the peak of growth.” 
One boy giggled. Fourteen others 
picked up with a roar of laughter 
at a squirrel with a bad memory 
serving nature’s purpose well. 
But the laughter indicated they 
were thinking.

By the time Shakespeare wrote 
“A poor, infirm, and despised old 
man,” infirm had become well 
fixed in allusion to the ailing, to 
impaired health or strength. At 
the same time, it remained in 
common usage in the sense of 
any lack of the “solid” quality of 
the original “firmus,” as in al- 
lusion to those “infirm of pur- 
pose.” 

It was out of the late Latin “in- 
firmaria” that the old French and 
old English words developed from 
which we have “infirmary,” a 
place for the care of the infirm. 


Child Behavior 
Worrying the Parents 


By Frances L. Ilg and Louise Bates Ames 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development. 


HILD specialists seem to be 
(aways worrying that other 

child specialists are worrying 
parents, 

There are the specialists who 
have great faith in the normal 
development of the child (provid- 
ing, of course, that he is poten- 
tially normal to start with). This 
group, and we belong to it, feels 
that many parents are needlessly 
frightened and caused to feel in- 
secure by tales of the terrible 
later effects of parental mis- 
handling when the child is young. 

And we are not alone in this 
concern. Dr. Helen Witmer, chief 
of the fact-finding staff for the 
recent White House Conference 
on Child Welfare, commented re- 
cently, “Psychiatry never intend- 
ed to destroy the self-confidence 
of parents, but that’s just what 
has happened.. Too many psychi- 
atrists, in their eagerness to help 
the oncoming generation, have 
half paralyzed the present gener-

ation and have made them almost 
unfit for their job as parents. 
Their blundering has scared par- 
ents half to death.”

A DIFFERENT GROUP —con- 
taining, in fact, the very ones 
who without batting an eyelash 
would lead you to believe that 
any misstep on your part may be 
damaging your child for life— 
feels that it is dangerous for any- 
one to give to the public books 
on the normal stages of child 
behavior. These specialists claim 
that if parents know what is 
normal, and then find out, on 
checking that their own children 
do not meet this timetable, they 
will be unduly upset. 


We at the Gesell Institute are 
interested in this complaint be- 
cause we are among those who 
are attempting, so far as possible, 
to make such information avail- 
able to parents. And we can de- 
fend our custom of trying to give 
parents as much information as 
possible about children, because: 


In practice, we have found 
that the average intelligent, in- 
terested, confident parent is 
helped, not harmed, by being in- 
formed what it_is reasonable to 
expect of his child. This guidance 
very often enables him to “settle 
for less” when he finds, as he 
often does, that he has been ex- 
pecting too much. 


In theory, and we try to em- 
phasize this in all of our publi- 
cations, norms and standards for 
child behavior no more fit every 
child than do  height- weight 
charts. Each child, depending on 
his individual rate of develop- 
ment, will make his own time- 
table. Norms or standards are 
merely avepages, not ideals. They 
tell what al “average” 
child does, not what your child 
ought to do. Much of the popula- 
tion obviously lies above, and 
much below, any theoretical av- 
erage. 


And lastly, information about 
development is intended to tell 
you what the stages of behavior 
are. Thus you can tell how many 
more stages may be expected be- 
fore = child reaches the stage

South lost two spade tricks and 
one heart and so was defeated 
200 points. This was not a crush- 
ing penalty, of course, but neither 
was it too good a result in view 
of the six-club contract which 
would have been ironclad! 


As a matter of fact, the oppos- 
ing North-South reached six clubs 
by virtue of North’s overcalling 
in that suit instead of doubling 
the heart opening. 

Normally, the flaw in_ the 
North-South bidding could be at- ° 
tributed to North, because it 45 
not logical for a player to make 
a vulnerable takeout double of 
one major suit without substantial 
strength in the other (unless he 
has a powerful minor suit of his 
own.) Nevertheless, in view of 
the score, I believe South over- 
looked a tremendous opportunity.

wish they were now, and hot with 
the aceptance of the situation as 
it is today. 

This is much the same stand 
taken by some spokesmen from 
Egypt who traveled recently in 
this country. They stated there 
was only one basis on which the 
differences between Arabs and 


- Israelis could be settled and that 


was the acceptance of the Egyp- 
tian position as proposed by them. 


. 


INDIA, in regard to Kashmir, 
and Egypt, in regard to Israel; are 
taking identical positions, and 
neither of them lead to negotia- 
tion of a fruitful character. 

Undoubtedly, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Indian prime minister, feels that 
he is taking a stand for peace. To 
the outsider, however, it does not 
look as though much effort is be- 
ing made at pliability, and pli- 
ability seems essential to the 
preservation of peace in the world 
today. 


I object very much to the atti- 
tude of some of our columnists 
and people who seem to feel that 
because of what we have done for 
India she must respond by doing 
‘whatever we ask of her. I do 
not think the decision of what is 
right or wrong for any nation 
can be based on favors received. 
I do think that a careful scrutiny 
should be made of the values in- 
volved and where one’s action 
might lead.

WHAT is the use of trying to 
placate a nation that brings to 
its friends only slavery and in 
the long run no very acceptable 
economic conditions in spite of 
all the promises that are made. 

For instance, I have been told 
that in Communist China the 
Government, which under the old 
regime was always corrupt, is 
now practically honest. But I 
wonder if that makes up for the 
purges that have been killing so 
many people just because they 
did not agree to go along with 
the party line. 

Why does the Soviet Union re- 
fuse to open its borders to trade 
and to visitors? There can be 
only one reason. Russia is afraid 
to have visitors see conditions in 
the country, and afraid if her 
own people travel elsewhere they 
will be a little more critical of 
conditions at home. 

The rest of us have long grown 
accustomed .to accepting criti- 
cism, both from our citizens and 
from foreign visitors. We don’t 
always like it, but we know it is 
salutory. And if we are wise, we 
will profit by it and mend our 
ways. 

Being a negotiator and trying 
to bring people ‘together must 
tax a man’s ingenuity and pa- 
tience.

Fix lt Yourself

Built-In Shelves and Cabinets 
S HOUSES grow smaller, the 
A number of things you can buy 
to keep in the house keep in- 
creasing. All this leads to overs 
crowding. 

One way to get a little more 
storage space in your home is to 
build shelves and cabinets into 
the walls. If there happens to be 
a closet or dead space on the op- 
posite side of a walla pretty good 
size cabinet can be built in. If 
you just have an ordinary wall, 
the thickness of the wall itself, 
about four inches, will provide 
considerable space for storing 
small items. 

The opening in the wall for the 
shelf or cabinet is made by cut- 


ting through the plaster with a 


cold chisel and then through’ the 
lath with a compass saw or with 
a hacksaw if the lath happens to 
be metal. Position the opening, 
when possible, so that the wall 
studding will form the outside 
edges of the opening. The top 
and bottom of the opening should 
be framed with 2 by 4 lumber 
spiked into the sides of the 
vertical wall studding. 

The sides, top and bottom of 
the shelves or cabinet can be 
made of relatively light materials, 
% inches plywood or pressed 
wood. Shelves should be made 
out of one inch stock or % inches 
plywood and the same material 
can be used for doors. Trim 
around the opening should be the 
same size and design as used 
around interior window and door 
openings and should be finished 
in the same manner.

This is an almost 
universal adage which is based on 
the popular idea that this ubiqui- 
tous little wanderer spies out all 
strange and secret things from a 
vantage point in the upper air, 
and reveals them to such as can 
understand. 

The Greek and Roman sooth- 
sayers studied the flight of birds 
and made .their prophecies from 
the knowledge thus revealed to 
them. And how was this knowl- 
edge attained? There were vari- 
ous recipes: 


Pliny recommended a mixture 
of snake’s and bird’s blood; Me- 
lampus was a little more excit- 
ing: he recommended that one 


have his ears licked by a dragon’s. 


tongue (few of us, of course, have 
the opportunity of making the ac- 
quaintance of a dragon). 

Nevertheless, the “art” of in- 
terpreting the habits of the feath- 
ered ones was believed to have 
been acquired by many. Accord- 
ing to the Koran, King Solomon 
was advised by a lapwing of all 
the doings of the Queen of Sheba, 
and Mahomet himself was in- 
structed by a pigeon which whis- 
pered in his ear in the presence 
of a multitude. 

Talking birds appear in the 
folklore of every country, and pro- 
verbial allusions to the spying 
habits of birds abound in litera- 
ture. 

“Davy Jones’s locker” is a nau- 
tical term for the depths of the 
ocean, that is, the graves of those 
who perish at sea. Davy Jones is 
the sdilor’s devil. The name is a 
corruption of Duppy Jonah, a 
fanciful name formed from the 
word duppy, “a malevolent spirit 
of the dead,” plus Jonah, “one 
who brings bad luck or misfor- 
tune.” The addition of Jonah, of 
course, alludes to the Biblical 
story of Jonah (or Jonas), who 
lived for three days in the belly 
of a whale.

Yet it is often valuable to know 
which were the cards you picked 
up and which you already had. 


If you forget, you may give the 
opponents valuable information. 
Supose this is your hand: 


Both sides have melded, and 
the frozen pack has grown and 
grown. Now there are some 30 
cards in it, and an eight is thrown 


to you. 

You grab the eight with a pair. 
You are going to get some valu- 
able melds out of the pack, in- 
cluding one or two canastas. In 
melding, however (except where 
you can complete a canasta), you 
plan to hold up as many pairs as 
possible, so as to get the pack 
again once or twice. 


In the pack there are many 
cards matching the ranks you ai- 
ready have. If you group all the 
ranks together in your hand, and 
save pairs, you may save pairs 
composed of cards you picked up 
in the pack. Your opponents may 
remember some of those cards, 
and they won’t throw those ranks 
to you. 


It’s a good idea, in such cases, 


discard pile as though they were 
a different hand. Keep them sep- 
arate from your original hand, 
even when you pick it up. Make 
your melds and discards from the 
cards you picked up before you 
use cards you already had. This 
will keep the opponents in the 
dark about the cards you have re- 
tained for futdre play, and they 
won't find it so easy to discard 
to you. 

Question: A player has made 
three canastas and has no other 


_ meld on the table. With one card 


in his hand he draws a wild card. 
May he add it to a completed 
canasta, discard his other card, 
and go out? 

Answer: Yes, provided that ca- 
nasta does not already include 
three wild cards.
